Rail strike ends; 
J-ЛЛ/ Grefco planning 
resumption of work

The United Transportation Union 
and the raijxQad reached agreement 
today on a contract ending an 18-day 
selective strike that had shut down 
10 lines and crippled the nation’s 
freight-hauling capacity. 


Two 
of 
the 
Valley’s 
largest 
employers were expected to put 
their crews back to work as soon as 
details can be worked out with 
Southern 
Pacific 
rail 
officials. 
Johns-Manville Corporation, which 
suspended the work force at 12:01 
a.m. today, was expected to meet 
with SP officials this afternoon to 
work out details of moving their 
production. 


Grefco officials stated that they, 
too, were awaiting word from the 
SP officials on the start of the 
trains. Grefco employes have been 
out since last Friday. 


“ We will start as soon as we 
possibly can,’’ a J-M spokesman 
stated, “ but we must remove the 
string of loaded railroad cars out of 
J-M first.’’ 


The settlement of 
the strike 
brought some signs of relief from 
the 
agricultural 
industry 
but 
spokesmen 
say that 
the ' losses 
incurred during the 10-days were 
“ irretrievable.” It was estimated 
that the state agricultural industry 
was losing $3 million a day as the 
result of the strike. 


The rail settlement came only one 
day after the United Steel Workers 
and the basic steel industry reached 
agreement on a new contract that 
provides a 30 per cent increase over 
three years. 


Assistant Labor Secreta;*y W. J.

agement and union, announced the 
settlement at a news conference in 
the Labor Department. He said the 
striking train crewmen would begin 
returning to work at 12:01 p.m. 
today. 


Details of the rail settlement were 
not 
announced. 
But 
industry 
negotiator J. P. Hiltz said in answer 
to a question that the agreement on 
work rule changes, the heart of the 
dispute, “ pretty much conform” to 
the recommendations of a White 
House emergency board several 
months ago. 
Other rail unions had accepted the 
board’s recommendations on work 
rule 
changes 
some time 
ago. 
Agreement on a wage increase —42 
per cent during a 42-month contract 
— also was reached some time ago. 
Sources said earlier that if the 
strike had continued much longer 
the 
administration 
would 
have 
ask^ Congress to pass legislation 
halting the walkout and imposing a 
settlement. 
Usery said 
the 
administration 
“ was happy” 
it 
would not have to do so. 
Charles Luna, president of the 
|JTU, said the agreement “ proved 
once again that if negotiations are 
carried 
on 
honestly, 
collective 
bargaining will work. 
“ We have made an agreement we 


are proud of, we have made an 
agreement we can live with,” Luna 
said. “ It will go down in history that 
selective strikes have worked.”

A change in the city code 
prohibiting 
the 
drinking 
or 
possession 
of 
alcoholic 
beverages of any kind within 
city parks will be considered by

The ordinance affecting the 
change is sought by Councilman 
Sol Lefkowitz. 


The present code reads that 
no person in any park shall sell 
any alcoholic beverages at any 
time or have entered a park or 
be 
under 
the 
influence 
of 
intoxicating liquor while in a 
park. 


The change, if adopted, will 
read “ No person in any park 
shall sell, serve or cause to be 
served, consume or 
possess 
alcoholic beverages of any kind 
whatsoever within such park.” 
In a report to the Council, 
Jack 
Anderson, 
recreation 
superintendent, stated that the 
cities of Santa Maria, San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara, along 
with Santa Barbara and Ventura 
Council 
and 
the 
State 
of 
California do allow possession 
of alcoholic beverages in their 
facilities. Ventura and Oxnard 
do not. 
The proposed code change 
came about following a recent

Falcon docks for trip home 


Strong earthquake 
reported in Japan

strong 
earthquake 
originating 
in

Pacific

rocked northern and central Japan 
at 4:25 p.m. (3:25 a.m. EDT) today 
but caused no serious damage or 
injuries. 
The seismological center issued 
a tidal wave warning to residente 
living along the Pacific coastiin 
southern Hokkaido shortly after the 
quake hit but lifted it two hours 
later. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) 
—Apollo 15’s two explorers blasted 
off the moon and linked up with their 
orbiting mothership today, carrying 
a record harvest of lunar secrets. 
David R. Scott and James B. 
Irwin gunned their landing ship. 
Falcon, into a rendezvous with 
Alfred 
M. 
Worden, 
flying 
the 
command ship Endeavour, after 
making man’s fourth and most 
rewarding exploration of his closest 
neighbor in the solar system. 
Scott and Irwin camped for a 
record of almost 67 hours in a 
northern mountain valley. 
All three astronauts now will 
spend two more days circling the 
moon before starting the long ride 
back to Earth. 
On Thursday Worden will walk in 
space to retrieve film from the 
command ship’s mapping camera. 


—Apollo 15 astronauts David R. 
Scott and James B. Irwin lifted off 
the moon in the first televised 
blastoff from its surface today, 
playing “ Off We Go Into the Wild 
Blue Yonder” from a tape recorder 
tucked away in the moon lander 
Falcon. 
A few minutes after wrapping up 
three days of bountiful exploration 
on and 
underneath 
the 
moon’s 
surface, the two explorers made 
radio contact with their orbiting 
colleague, Alfred M. Worden, riding 
the command ship Endeavour. 


The Air Force song came as a 
surprise when it sounded off a few 
seconds after ignition lifted the 
Falcon from its four legs toward 
lunar orbit.

U.S. to vote Red China in U.N. 
fight ouster of National China 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
-The 
United 
States 
will 
vote 
for 
admission of Communist China to 
the United Nations, but fight any 
attempt to oust National China from 
the world organization, Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers said today. 
The Secretary of State told a news 
conference 
that 
while 
both 
Communist China and Nationalist 
China claim to represent all the 
Chinese people, those claims need 
not prejudice the participation of 
both Peking and Taipei in the United 
Nations. 
“ United States accordingly will 
support 
action 
at 
the 
General 
Assembly 
this 
fall 
calling 
for 
seating the Peoples Republic of 
China” Rogers said. “ At the same 
time the United States will oppose 
any action to expel the Republic of 
China or otherwise deprive it of 
representation 
in 
the 
United 
Nations.” 
Rogers declined to reveal the 
details or the tactics the United 
States would use to achieve its goal 
of having both Chinas in the United 
Nations. 
He also was unable to say whether 
the Taiwan government would walk 
out of the United Nations, as it had 
so often said it would, if Communist 
China is admitted. 
The Secretary of State said in a 
prepared three-page statement; 
“ Our 
consultations 
have 
also 
shown that any action to deprive the 
Republic 
of 
China 
of 
its 
representation would meet strong 
opposition in the General Assemblv. 


Certainly as I have said, the United 
States will oppose it.” 
“ The Republic of China has played 
a loyal and conscientious role in the 
United 
Nations 
since 
the 
organization was founded. It has 
lived 
up to all of its charter 
obligations. 
Having 
made 
remarkable progress in developing 
Its own economy, it has cooperated 
internationally 
by 
providing 
valuable technical assistance to a 
number of less developed countries 
particularly in Africa.”

Lompoc City Council is expected 
to take action tomorrow at their 
regular meeting on two ordinances 
increasing 
garbage 
and 
refuse 
collection and electric utility rates. 


If approved, solid waste collection 
will be increased to $2.75 per month 
for a single-family dwelling as 
compared to the present $1.50. 
Utility rates would be hiked from an 
average of $8.12 per month to $9.02. 


Originally, 
City 
Administrator 
Gene Wählers proposed an increase 
in solid waste collection to $3.30 per 
month. 
During 
budget 
study 
sessions, 
however, City Council 
requested 
that consideration 
be 
given to the $2.75 per month figure. 
However, the increase to $2.75 has 
not been set definitely and further 
discussion is expected tomorrow 
night 
when 
the 
ordinance 
is 
introduced.

Members of the two families 
crossed College Avenue from the 
south to the north side at about the 
gate entrance to Lompoc High 
School. 
Mrs. Sterling recalls that 
they were laughing and talking. She 
said she and members of her family 
were walking on the parkway but 
that the Turners complained about 
the roughness of the terrain and 
chose to walk in the street along the 
curbline. 
The Sterlings told police they 
heard a thud and saw Mrs. Turner 
flying through the air and a car later 
identified as Trejo’s speeding east 
on the wrong or north side of the 
street.

Fund hikes 
loom large in 
city budget 


Big price hikes 
by steel industry

City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers originally proposed 
an increase of $1.80, to $3.30, 
in 
the 
refuse collection 
rates in the solid waste 
d e p a r t m e n t . 
At 
the 
council's request he has 
since cut the increase to 
$1.25, tor a $2.75 a month 
rate. 
This increase and others 
proposed in electric and 
water rates are mainly to 
increase contributions 
to 
the general fund, according 
to Wahlers, and prevent a 
greater increase in property 
taxes. 
Answering 
arguments 
that such increases should 
come through propery taxes 
to 
give 
citizens 
more 
control in the raising and 
lowering of the tax. Wahlers 
says the city provides top 
utility service at rates much 
lower 
than 
surrounding 
cities, 
consequently 
an 
increase 
in 
rates would 
merely be in keeping with 
the quality of service. 
Wahlers revision of the 
solid 
waste department 
budget, 
with the 
lower 
proposed 
rate, decreased

This still represents an 
increase 
of

$44,000 from the previous 
year. There is a $30,000

co n t r i b u t i o n 
to

fund. 
The requirements for the 
wastewater fund are down 
about $5,000 from last year 
despite a $6,000 increase in

expenditures The reduction 
comes mainly from a $2,500 
decrease in the contribution 
to the sewer construction 
fund and an $8,000 cut in the 
contribution to equipment 
maintenance.

The bulk of this is the

That same old magic is still there Everywhere he goes. 
people mob him 
Nobtxiv IS asked for his autograph more than Joe 
DiMaggio That takes in anybody you care to name - 
in spitrts. politics 
or the theater Everybody, wants the 
signature ot baseball’s "greatest living player 
Regardless where he ventures. Joe 1) instantly is 
recognized by young and old alike and as siMin as he is. 
somebodv invariablv asks him for his autograph All it 
takes IS one That does it That's the signal Then everybody 
else rushes up and the patient DiMaggio simply stands 
there and signs 
and signs 
and signs ... and signs some 
more 
There is no reason for Mrs Robinson ever to worry her 
little head about Joe DiMaggio 
He has not gone away. Not by any means He’s more 
popular and in greater demand today, if possible, than he 
was in his hevdav with the New York Yankees 30 years ago. 


Joe DiMaggio is 56. nearly completely gray now and 
more distinguished looking than ever He’s public relations 
consultant tor Hughes Sports Network and a * perfect 
example of his personal magnetism was his appearance at 
Monmouth Park race track one day last week 
He was at the Monmouth. N5J.. track for the Joe 
DiMaggio Purse at the end of which he was supposed to 
present a trophy to the winning owner 


.\s he got ready to do so. some ot the patrons at the track 
caught sight of him Goodbye 
"He was mobbed by so many people on his way down 
trom the grandstand to the winner's circle he almost didn’t 
make it. ' says a friend who was with him. Joe Nachio. 
former President of the Panam a W inter League. 


"He couldn’t move. " Nachio says "The people wouldn't 
let him They all wanted his autograph The track officials 
pleaded with the people to quit asking him for his signature 
so he could go on downstairs but nobody paid any attention. 
And as long as the people kept asking, Joe kept signing You 
know how he is. He can’t say no to anybody. I’ve known him 
25 years and he hasn’t changed at all. I always .say to him 
you don’t live your own life, you live everybody else’s. He 
d(H‘s He’s always doing something for somebody else” 


Joe Nachio recalls a trip he and DiMaggio made to 
Nicaragua a couple of years ago. DiMag was asked to throw 
out the first ball for the Nicaraguan baseball .season and 
while there he was invited to do some fishing in the interior 
about 80 miles away. 


"It was w ild and verv primitive. ” Nachio says about the 
place they went to "We took an airplane which landed in a 
pa.sture From there we had to drive 20 miles over dirt 
roads Most of the natives we saw en route also were 
primitive 
But they recognized Joe. From inside their 
bamboo huts, straw-thatched dwellings and mud buildings 
they kept calling out Joe DiMaggio! Joe DiMaggio!' 1 
never saw or heard anything like it in my life. " 


ActuaUy It wasn’t a whole lot different last Saturday 
when DiMaggio showed up at Shea Stadium to participate 
in the Mets’ Old-Timers Game. 


He tried ducking through a side door but it was no u.se He 
was immediately recognized by two kids whose eyes grew 
big as balloons and in no time flat there were 35 others 
around sticking a scorecard, a piece of paper, a ba.seball. 
anything, under his nose for him to sign 


" I ’ve never seen him lose his equanimity or his cool,’’ said 
his friend, Joi‘ .Nachio, who was waiting for him "Even 
when he isn’t feeling well he'll stop to sign an autograph or 
shake hands ” 


Di.Maggio finally got inside the park 
He was perfectly calm and all the composure was there 
although he lisht*d some antacid wafers out of his pocket

and national tragedy that is the drug scene, depicted in these photos from a 
recent exhibition at the Museum of the C ity of New York dealing with prob­ 
lems of addiction in the United States.

D e a r D r. L a m b —I am 
faced with a difficult prob­ 
lem that may affect all my 
future happiness. I am in 
love with a 39-year-old man 
who has an impotency prob­ 
lem. He overcame alcohol 
and ended up with this one. 
He won’t see a doctor. Is 
this a mental state or will it 
last all of his life? What can 
1 do? 
Dear Header—T h i s is a 
fairly common p r o b l e m . 
Probably much more com­ 
mon that is generally real­ 
ized. I m p o t e n c e during 
chronic alcoholism is usually 
part of the picture but the 
problem may d i s a p p e a r 
when the alcohol is discon­ 
tinued. 
Most often the problem is 
psychological and usually the 
psychological barrier is fear 
of failure. This strikes deep 
at a m an’s concept of mas­ 
culinity—although it has very 


little to do with it—and his 
fear overcomes his capacity 
to perform. In other situa­ 
tions he may have appro­ 
priate evidence of normal 
function, such as during his 
sleep. The big hurdle here 
is overcoming fear, and the 
first step is understanding 
just how common this is ana 
realizing that a lot of things 
a b o u t s e x in m a n a r e 
learned, not provided by in­ 
stinct. 
A common cause of impo­ 
tency in marriage is long 
standing hostility and re­ 
sentment between the part­ 
ners, leaving a n i m o s i t y , 
anger and hate, hardly the 
environment for successful 
and satisfactory emotional 
relations of any type. 
Sexual withholding within 
a hostile marriage may soon 
lead to selective impotency 
with the wife, providing ad­ 
ditional basis for hostility 
and resentment. 
Then there is the problem 


where a man may love a 
woman too much or idolize 
her. This attitude combined 
with a built-in idea that sex 
is dirty makes it impossible 
for him to “d e g r a d e ” his 
loved one. 


Most of the psychological 
problems causing impotency 
can be overcome. It may 
take professional help though 
and that means seeing a psy­ 
chiatrist. Sometimes under­ 
standing will go a long way 
toward relieving the prob­ 
lem or crossing the initial 
hurdles. 


I have answered your let­ 
ter because this is such a 
terrible problem for its vic­ 
tims and cheats many people 
of the ability to enjoy a 
normal life with normal emo­ 
tional experiences. M a n y 
people are caught helplessly 
in its grip, not knowing 
where to turn and imagining 
all sorts of things about each 
other — usually not true. 
The best simple discussion 
I have read on this problem 
recently is the chapter on 
Impotence in Dr. Hastings’ 
new book A D O C T O R 
SPEAKS ON SEXUAL EX­ 
PRESSION IN MARRIAGE 
(Little, Brown, 34 Beacon 
St., 
Boston, 
Mass.). 
You 
might order a copy and read 
it: I think a lot of people 
would b e n e f i t from this 
frank, authoritative discus­ 
sion. U s i n g Dr. Hastings’ 
words, "Man is not born 
with a knowledge of how to 
mate. He must either be 
t a u g h t 
or 
learn 
slowly 
t h r o u g h trial and error.

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Slow speed 


The Interior Department has announced a “ prototype 
program” for development of oil shale resources on 
federal lands in Colorado. Utah and Wyoming. 
Oil from vast deposits of shale in these states, besides 
being relatively low in potential pollutants, could supply 
a substantial portion of the nation s energy needs tor 
many decades. 
However, 
the 
development 
of 
plants 
and 
transportation will take time Shale oil will not likely 
contribute significantly to U.S. Energy consumption 
until the 1980s. Thus the government is not rushing into 
anything 
in making the announcement. Interior Secretary 
Rogers C.B. Morton stressed three points. 
—A final decision to proceed with the prototype 
leasing program will not be made before midsummer of 


1972, after supplemental environmental information on 
specific possible lease sites has been published and 
public hearings held. 
—The department is “ irrevocably committed'' to the 
maintenance of the environmental integrity of the oil 
shale areas and no development of public oil lands will be 
authorized until the secretary is convinced that all 
requirements can be met. 
—No federal leasing of oil shale lands beyond the 
present proposed program will be carried out until the 
environmental effects of the prototype program are fully 
evaluated. 


From an environmental angle, at least, it’s hard to 
find fault with this cautious, (¡liberate approach to the 
development of a valuable national resource.

“ If I were Muskie (leading 1972- 
Democratic contender >, I d keep my 
mouth shut lor a while 
What Nixon has 
done, of course, is 
to use to the fullest 
the 
p r e s id e n t's 
power to surprise 
And at least one of 
his 
a s s o c i a t e s 
thinks he may do it

next year. Says this 
man: 
“ He might very well decide to go 
to Moscow around July, 1972, (the 
month of the Democratic national 
convention). 
I think he'll have 
something of significance, too, on 
the SALT talks (arms limitation). 
I'm sure there will be other things.''

He rates him B on China and B on 
Vietnam, but obviously the new 
initiative looking toward Peking 
might ultimately alter that mark 
upward Przezinski accords Nixon A 
on the Soviet Union and A — on the 
Middle East. 
Few but the president’s most 
ardent partisans would give him 
even 
a 
passing 
grade 
on 
the 
economy. Nor would many rate him 
strong on other domestic matters 
like health care, welfare, racial 
issues. 
Close watch on his visible conduct 
tends to confirm his priority interest 
in the foreign sphere. The China 
visit excites him 
For the moment, also, he may 
have disconcerted more than just 
his 
Democratic 
political 
rivals. 
Russia, bulging its muscles in the 
Middle East, has to be on edge. So 
are some of our friends, including 
Japan and South Vietnam. Private 
word is that Japan was warned 
months ago the China move would 
likely be coming, but Japanese 
leaders didn't believe 
it.

recently, it was ruinous politically 
to make overtures to Peking.

Media threats 


Washington, 
with 
all 
the 
preachments about a free press it is 
worth 
recalling 
some 
of 
the 
sacrifices made for that freedon. On 
the night of Nov. 7, 1837, Elijah 
Lovejoy was killed in Alton, 111., 
defending the building in which he 
was publishing his paper. 
He had come from Maine to St. 
Louis where in his weekly, The 
Observer, he condemned slavery 
a n d 
c a l l e d 
f o r 
g r a d u a l 
emancipation. The businessmen of 
the town waited on him and asked 
him to moderate the tone of his 
editorials. Refusing, he crossed the 
Mississippi 
into 
Illinois 
and 
resumed his abolitionist attack. 
For all that it is so powerful, so 
immured and in large measure so 
profitable, the media today cannot 
blink the fact of a latent hostility 
such as grew up in that other great 
division in our national life. A feat of 
imagination is required to conceive 
of a mob attacking the handsome 
CBS building in New York and 
pulling President Frank Stanton 
down from his lofty perch on the 
35th floor. 
But something approaching the 
motions of that crowd in Alton was 
behind the contempt citation carried 
by the House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee by a vote of 
25 to 13. It was sidetracked in the 
House because of the inner workings 
of that curious body as much as 
through any virtuous concern for the 
f i r st 
a m e n d m e n t 
to 
the 
constitution and freedom of the 
press. The citation was significant 
as a portent of things to come. 
The concern of the average citizen 
for the first amendment can be 
measured in an eye-dropper. The 
blame for this lies in no small 
measure on the media itself. So 
much has been taken for granted in 
what, in another context, Sen. J. 
William 
Fulbright 
called 
the 
arrogance of power. 
The decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Pentagon papers was hailed 
as a victory for press freedom, and 
in a sense it was. A careful reading 
of the individual decisions show that 
with 
the 
possible 
exception 
of 
Justice 
Hugo 
L. 
Black 
the 
newspapers were 
saved 
by the 
pressure 
of 
t i m e . with 
the 
coincidence of the end of the court 
term. Given more opportunity for 
deliberation, the case might have 
been sent back to the lower court 
and the outcome in the high court 
might have been different. 
The 
Department 
of 
Justice 
apparently intends now to prosecute 
the newspapers and the individuals 
who 
r e c e i v e 
t he 
“s t o l e n 
documents. 
That case, if and when 
it is brought, will take rather a 
longer time winding its way to the 
Supreme Court 
Conceivable, the 
make-up of the court could have 
changed in the interval, and the 
three dissenters in the Pentagon 
case 
be 
joined 
by 
two 
Nixon 
justices. Thereby the balance of the 
court would be aitered. 
With Vice-President Spiro Agnew 
as the battering ram, the present 
administration 
has 
shown 
open 
hostility to the press or. at any rate, 
to certain elements in the press. 
Agnew has repeatedly attacked the 
New York Times, the Washington 
Post, the principals in the Pentagon 
papers case, and CBS. President 
Nixon has never disavowed these 
attacks 
and, 
indeed, 
seems 
to 
sanction them. 
All of this suggests that a frail 
the judicial process is when it comes 
to protection of first amendment 
freedoms. Without the support of 
informed public opinion the barriers 
of the law will not hold long. 
That 
means 
that 
press 
and 
television, 
in the view of this 
observer, face a twofold obligation. 
First, there must be a far greater 
effort at public education in what 
the Drieeless heritage of a free press 


means. 
As 
Thomas 
Jefferson’s 
fourth 
estate, 
it 
stands 
guard 
against the excesses of government. 


Second, and this really applies to 
television, consideration must be 
given to the minority audience 
turned off by the constant fare of 
crime, violence and idiocy. This 
may be where the big money is, but 
it is also the cause of an increasing 
alienation 
of 
the 
literate 
and 
concerned. 


The irony is that the telecast in 
question in the citation contempt. 


“The Selling of the Pentagon,” was 
a first-rate documentary airing a 
condition that should have been 
brought to public notice. The House 
Committee 
had 
all 
the 
facts 
essential 
to 
judge 
any 
errors 
without recourse to subpoena of film 
edited out of the final version. Yet 
Congressmen 
such 
as John 
D. 
Dingell, with a liberal record, voted 
for the citation. He and many others 
consider the networks an arrogant 
monopoly.
